How They Work. 

The plan, according to the agents,, 
is for the druggist to withdraw genu- 
ine booze on a regular government 
permit. After the brand is ascertained 
he orders duplicate bottles — empty. 
The bottle people deliver the empties 
with fake labels and caution stamps 
attached and bogus strip stamps ready 
for sealing when the adulterated booze 
is poured in by the cheating pharma- 
cist, officials charge.

PROHIBITION IN NEW JERSEY. 
[New York Times.] 

There is a great row, personal and political, between 
Senator Edge and the New Jersey Anti-Saloon league. 
The little interchanges of amenities between the sena- 
tor and the state superintendent of the league, how- 
ever instructive to polite letter writers are merely 
byplay. The Weehawken scandal brought the old 
troubles toa head. League representatives brought 
against Mr. Winne, the United States attorney, more 
or less vague eharges of inefficient enforcement of the 
Volstead act. Mr. Van Riper, the assistant United 
States attorney, was forbidden by Mrs. Willebrandt, 
assistant attorney general in charge of prohibition en- 
forcement, to take any part in liquor cases, the 
charges against him ;coming from the same source. 
Attorney General Stone has done the right thing by 
ordering an investigation. 

It is right that determination of the facts should 
succeed passionate controversy. Justice to the two 
officials requires it. A larger justice to the people 
of New Jersey requires it. As between wet and dry, 
it has been shown conclusively more than once with 
which side the majority of both parties sympathizes. 
Of the necessity and duty of enforcing the Volstead 
act there can be but one opinion, outside the ranks of 
the rum-running and bootlegging squads. To the 
New Jersey Anti-Saloon league also justice should 
be done, even if it has too often seemed a maker 
and disseminator of feverish and hasty judgments. 
The authoritative opinion of the senior Circuit judges 
and the chief justice of the United States in regard 
to the disposition of liquor cases is known. It is one 
of the ingenious little peculiarities of the Anti-Saioon 
league that it regards itself as called to sit in judg- 
ment upon judges and United States attorneys, to 
make itself the infallible court of review and appeal. 

It is suspected by a considerable part of the public 
that trained lawyers and judges may be more com- 
petent in these matters than the well meaning but 
perfervid evangelists of prohibition. To them its en-

SOME SMALLPOX FACTS. 
AM being flooded with letters coming 
from Minnesota asking about small- 
| pox. In one mail, on the day this was 
written, there were fourteen letters. 
I take the following questions from these 
| letters and follow each with the answer. 
Value of vaccination? A vaccination 
which “takes” protects for from three 
years to a lifetime. As a rule, it is not 
safe to trust this protection for longer 
than five years. In some cases one suc- 
cessful vaccination protects for a life- 
time. Whether or not a vaccination Is 
successful is determined by the nature of 
the reaction and the appearance of the 
sore. As to whether immunity continués 
can be told by the appearance of the 
scar and by the reaction which occurs 
within forty-eight hours after an effort 
to revaccinate. 


What are the early signs of smallpox? 
Fever and violent headache and other 
aches. This lasts three days. During 
this stage there may be some little rash 
resembling measles slightly. About one 
day after this fever and aching stops, 
the. smallpox eruption begins to appear 
as small, hard knots ded@p in the skin.

How does smallpox differ from chicken 
pox? Chicken pox may occur in a per- 
son recently successfully vaccinated 
against smallpox. There may be a his- 
tory of exposure. The-incubation period 
of chicken pox is about three weeks, as 
compared with about fourteen days 
There is no preliminary aching and fever 
in chicken pox. The chicken pox blisters 
seem to sit on top of the esekin rather 
than being shotlike masses in the skin. 
The blisters on the skin are located dif- 
ferently from the smallpox shots. 

Should pregnant women be vaccinated? 
Yes, if they are not immune and if small- 
pox is about. 

If a person is vaccinated and it does 
not “take” should he be revaccinated? 
Yes. The vaccine used may have been 
impotent, or the vaccination may not 
have been properly done, or the vaccine 
material may have been rubbed off. Vace- 
cination should be repeated until it is 
plain that the person is immune, The

immunity. So may the appearance of a 
scar, or the history of a recent success 
ful vaccination, or a history of smallpox.

“Last year some old fashioned, severe 
smallpox got into the United States, It 
is supposed to have come in through De- 
troit. It has spread since then to sev- 
eral states. Minnesota is one of them. 
Unfortunately Minnesota has a poor 
vaccination law. The people of that state 
are endangered by that law and also by 
the presence of a rather large number of 
rather unusually rabid anti-vaccination- 
ists. The saner people must pay for the 
privilege of having these wild eyed 
neighbors.

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WAR COST ENGLAND, 
FRANCE AND U. 8S. A. 

Chicago, Dec. 29.—The outstanding 
item of foreign news is the questicn of 
the repayment or refunding of our war 
loan to France and the follewing facts 
will be of interest: 

The Bankers’ Trust company of New 


‘York has calculated the -relative cost of 


the war to the combatants in the follow- 
ing terms: 

While England spent on the war 
something like 34.49 per cent of the total 
national wealth, France spent 19.36 per 
cent only, Italy 20.59 per cent, and th 
United States only 8.67 per cent. Th 
average annual cost of the war in per- 
centage of national income works out 
much the same according to this high 
authority—36.92 for England, 25.59 for 
France, 19.16 for Italy, and only 15.60 for 
the United States. 

It has further been calculated that at 
the present moment the British taxpayer 
is paying £15 18s per head, as compared 
with the Frenchman’s £6 18s and the 
American's £5 10s. 

France owes us about $3,900,000,000 in- 
cluding arrears of interest. We gather 
from the conversation between.Mr. Jus- 
serand and Mr. Mellon that France 
wants her interest rate reduced to 2 
per cent and to have all the arrears 
wiped out, which would be equivalent to 
la reduction in the capital sum of 40 per 


cent. 
England stepped up to the desk two 
years ago and settled up her debt to 


this country. France so far, has done 


nothing to reduce hers. 

I think we should make our settlement 
with France as easy for her as possible 
and at the same time revise our agree- 
ment with England on the same basis. 

France and England's Josses of men 
that can never be replaced were ter- 
riffic and it: would be a fine thing for us, 
and we are a very sentimental people, 
if our government could say td both of 
those countries, “ We are glad that our 
Dawes commission has made possible the 
settlement of the reparation that has 
hung over Europe like a pall for five 
years and we hope that prosperity will 
soon follow your long period of anguish 
and distress. We cannot pay your 
losses of lives which means for your 
countries a permanent impoverishment 
‘beth of heart and mind, and strength, 
but we can on all questions of mere 
money assume our share of your bur- 
dens, and this should be our New Year's 
resolution.”

When listening to the melodious 
| honking of a flock of geese the calls of 
the individual birds are apt to sound 
very much alike. But get on a sand- 
| bar with a number of decoys and take 
‘up your position alone in a shooting 
| pit, and you soon learn how different 
geese have different “wave lengths.” 
We tried this out a short time ago 
while shooting on a Mississippi river 
sandbar, and it didn’t take us long to 


'distinguish between the calls of the 


various birds. For instance, one of 
the decoy honkers was a middle-aged 
veteran of many hunting trips. His 
birth and “service” records showed 
him to be 45 years old, according to our 
guide. This isn’t considered by any 
means, a ripe old age for a goose. Not 
at all. 


ae 

With good luck he will live many 
more years. 

The voice of this vigorous 45 year 
was rich, deep, resonant. 
Right near our pit was a much young: 
You could tell that, as his 
honking was distinctly high pitched, 
almost squeaky. Farther away from 
us was a slightly older bird, with still 
a different tone quality to his notes. 
Sitting in our blind we had a. great 
chance to note the differences of the 


'yarious decoys, as they were always 


gossiping and talking to one another 


-even when no birds were flying. 


Some day the bird students are 
going to, know more about the mating 
habits and age ot wild geese than they 
know today. However, even now the 
Canada goose is credited with showing 
great devotion to his or her mate, and 
polygamy and divorce are said to be 
unknown in goose families. Ten, 
twenty, forty, perhaps seventy-five 
times the goore and gander (mated for 
life) may make their round trips to 
the far north to bring south each fall 
their small brood of goslings with an 
unerring sense of direction and un- 
canny skill in avoiding hunters. 

> 

The Canada goose ranks next in size 
to the wild swan, but when it comes 
to classifying these two on brain work 
size goes by the board. If the Amer- 
cian swan (approximately 55 inches in 
length) had as much sense as the wild 
goose (usually 36 to 43 inches in 
length) we'd still have an abundance of 
the big, noisy white birds.

NE of the most remarkable deo- 

orative features in all history 

will be seen at the Coliseum Jan. 

23 to 31, when the twenty-fifth 
annual Chicago National Automobile 
show is staged.

fashionable sponsors of negligee pajamas. 

You will see that this coat strikes a compromise 
between the tailored west and the colorful east. The 
two button fastening and the slightly whimsical 
revers—here are features that haunt our pajama 
modes. There is, however, nothing fixed about the 
habits of these garments. Many types of neck lines 
intrude upon the pajama coat, among which are to 
be noted the Pierrot frill, the square and V forms, 
and the real mandarin collar. 


I myself 4m most moved by the last named. Per- 
haps it is because the fence collar is so awfully 
logical, so much in the spirit of the Oriental trou- 
At all events, in reviewing various pajama 
aspirants, I find I go back most lovingly to a suit 
composed of wide black satin trousers and a coat 
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of reddish-purple velvet. The collar was formed by 
gold braid standing up in the Chinese way, and this 
braid was continued down the side front closing. It 
also edged the long tailored sleeves. Save for color, 
it was quite austere in result, though there was the 
most charming jabot of gold lace at the neck line 
and the sleeves were completed by brimming ruffles 
of the lace. 

A seven-eighths coat completed this costume, and 
it was made of black satin lined with the velvet. 
This brings me back to my original thesis. Time 
and again the modern pajama is accompanied by its 
three-quarter or seven-eighths robe. Thus the set 
we have sketched is allied with a coat of em- 
broidered orange satin—or velvet—lined. with the 
trouser material. Such harmonizing coats are 
usually tailored in effect, for it goes without say- 
ing that anything frilly would be here quite as in- 


congruous as a gold lace hat with a flannel sports 
trock. 

Before completing my eulogy of the negligee 
pajama, I must urge one practical consideration. 
These beautiful jackets that round out the achieve- 
ment of the pajama de luxe are not always con- 
demned to their original trouser society. They may 
be, and often are, worn separately in lieu of the 
Lreakfast coat, and there is, indeed, no reason why 
they should not top the loveliest of chiffon robes 
intimes. 

In the field where the pajama made its eariy repu- 
tation, both crepe and English broadcloth are wide- 
ly featured as materials. There is also a new ver- 
sion made of quilted silk which, under the appro- 
priate title of Eskimo, has been one of the outstand- 
ing novelties of the season. For these sleeping 
garments severity of cut is the highest recommenda-

There are perhaps 
four decided trends in the construction of negligee:

The model which I have chosen for this page, 
a lovely Fortuny creation, testifies to the popularity 
of the metal touch by the lining of silver cicth 
which gleams in that overgarment of brocaded 
pink velvet worn over a plaited flesh-color slip of 
chiffon. ' 

Not even Botticelli himself was more addicted 
to flowers than the designer of the envelope chemise 
—shown at the right of the oval—in white radiunr 
for it is almost covered with rosebuds in natural 
color. The yoke of white net assumes a diamond 
pattern through crossing lines of green taffeta re- 
peated in shoulder straps and skirt binding. 

Who would not prolong either convalescence of 
the morning coffee when tempted by the sacque of 
robin’s egg blue crepe satin frilled in silver lace and 
edged with marabou, which is sketched at the uppe 
left. The circular effect is obtained by folding 
material in a triangle and cutting a hole for the 
neck. The lower model, a nightgown of peach cok 
cred crepe combined with powder blue chiffon, is 
treated to a stitch portraying that familiar heroine 
“ Mary, Mary.” 

At the top, right, a matching set of yellow crepé¢, 
combined with deep cream net, shows in its step- 
in chemise how the plaited inset has isvaded 
lingerie. Next, a fresh colored crepe envelope 
chemise is trimmed with real lace in ecru and with 
embroidered scallops. The yur is of heavy

We 
have to do this in the case of prices, 
and we should do it in reference to por- 
tions, particularly when we have not 
the ability to justify portions on a true 
daily ration of calories. with due con-

For instance the woman who gath- 
ered the materials for the macaroni 
and cheese cutlet dinner got most of 
these, but I think not the butter or sea- 
sonings, for 74 cents, while another 
thought she could get them for 6- 
cents, and another thought they would 
cost 81 cents. The first ingredient was 
half a pound of macaroni at 10 cents, 
which is quite likely what most people 
pay, but the best macaroni I know sells 
at 7% cents per half pound, “ cash and 
carry.” 


For that dinner demonstrated, 6 
cents only was paid for tWo ounces of 
cheese—not first grade you see—10 
cents for two eggs, 4 cents for a cup 
of milk, 10 cents for a head of lettuce 
—but cabbage was suggested as a sub- 
stitute and now at 3 cents a pound and. 
head lettuce rarely or never at 10 
cents a head, it wotld be the thing to 
buy—half a bunch of carrots at 8 
cents a bunch (this certainly. made 
small portions), a green pepper at 5 
cents, etc.

This condition in time 
causes an absorption of the bony 
socket of the teeth, then the teeth 
loosen and either come out of their! 
own accord or have to be removed. 

The moment there is the slightest 
tenderness, redness or soreness felt in 
the gums, the individual should be off | 
to the dentist immediately. Or b>tte. | 
still, follow the advice of our best 
dental authorities, and make the visits | 
to the dentists so frequent tha: no de- 
posit shall be allowed to remain !ong 
enough to cause the slightest inflamma- 
tion. 

The discharge of pus from the pyor- 
rhea pockets is a constant danger to 
the patient’s health, Dr. Thoma warns. 
The infection may spread from the 
gums to the tonsils, and, by inhalation 
ot moisture, globules laden with bac 
teria cause laryngitis, bronchitis, and 
catarrh. Digestive disorders ensue 
with food taken into the body through 
pus infected teeth.

He advises brushing the teeth thor- 
cughly, even if it makes the gums 
bieed. Bleeding is not an alarming 
process. It is a natural cleansing 
process to those afflicted with pyor- 
thea. After a few weeks of brushing 
the gums will become so firm that one 
eannot start bleeding by the use of 
the tooth brush. 

With proper mouth hygiene and pro-— 
phylactic treatment, caries and pyor- 
rhea carn be reduced to a minimum. 
The best results are Obtained by giv- 
ing the teeth the right care every day, 
supplemented frequently by a _ thor- 
cugh treatment at the office of a den- 
t st. 

Brushing is necessary, not only to 
keep the teeth clean Dut to stimulate 
the blood circulation in the gums and 
ether oral tissues. Certain places 
«hich cannot be reached with a tooth 
brush require the use of denta! floss. 
A thorough rinsing of the mouth to 
remove all foreign matter will com- 
plete the toilet of the mouth. 


Each person should have two tooth 
brushes and use them on alternate 
cays, so that each will have a chance 
to dry after it is used. They should 
be given sunlight and fresh air treat- | 
ment to keep them clean. 


How to Brush Them. 


The best method of brushing the 
teeth is to place the brush inside the 
left cheek and on the upper gums and 
nearly close the teeth together. Make 
‘he brush go backward and downward 
to the lower gums, then slightly for 
ward and upward, until it has traveled 
a complete circle. Keep up this fast 
circular-motion and brush all the teeth 
on the left side, as well as all of the 
front teeeth. Do not brush the teeth . 
and gums crosswise. Brush the right | 
side with the same circular motion. | 
Brush long enough to stimulate the, 
gums thoroughly and cleanse the | 
teeth, going back and forth over all 
the surfaces several times. 

With the bristles of the brush point- 
ing upward, brush the roof of the | 
mouth and the inside guins and sur- | 
faces of the teeth with a fast in and | 
out stroke, reaching back on the gums | 
as far as you can go. Go back and | 
forth across the roof of the mouth at | 
least four times. Lastiy, brush the 
teeth with an in and out stroke on the | 
chewing surfaces, as the food must be 
removed from the grooves of the mo- 
lars. 

As most of the decay of teeth takes 
place on the surfaces between the 
teeth and on the chewing surfaces, it 
is absolutely necessary to use floss 
silk between all the teeth. 

Brush the teeth four times a day— 
before breakfast with clear water, and 
after each meal with a tooth paste or 
puwder. Another brushing and going 
over with dental floss is advised before 
retiring, as most of the decay takes 
place during sleep. Brush two min- 
utes by the clock, as it takes that long 
to stimulate the gums and properly 
cieanse the teeth. ,

The fresh pig hock is nowa 
days much used. The expensive ham 
is inexpensive when it is made to do 
Spartan duty. 

We have but scratched the surface 
of what may be done at small ex- 
pense even in these expensive times. 
But the way to be completely fed 
while spending ‘but little, is to utilize 
every scrap of fat, because it has so 
many more calories than any other 
food, and to eat generously of bread, 
rice, cereals and peas and beans, not 
forgetting to supply the protective 
milk somewhere, and as much of the 
fruits and vegetables as money can 
be saved for. One rule, or that of 
spending as much for these as for 
meat, is easy to live up to when the 
best use is made of the inexpensive 


cuts.

Composition at Low Ebb. 

This in itself would have been enough to justify the enter- 
prise, but there are indications that it is going to mean some- 
thing else in the time to come. One is forced to believe that in 
that direction lies the future art of the musical stage. In 
Europe they believe it already. 

For, while productions of new grand’ operas continue to 
get most of the news space, that is by no means the same as 
saying that they are the most important, either as music or 
as stage works. Probably one reason why the Chicago Civic 
Opera company continues to present works of one, two, and 
three generations ago is that it is difficult to find successful 
operas of this generation. Composers are doing something dif- 
ferent. 

In France, to select only one of the foreign nations, 
operatic composition would seem to be at an uncommonly low 
ebb. Composers whose taste run toward the stage are experi- 
menting with ballet or with operetta in connection wifh baliet. 
What is more to the point, their works are being produced and 
applauded. The costs of a production with a small organiza- 
tion, heavy enough at any time, are much less than those ofa 
grand opera company, and public taste has taken up the 
smaller works even more enthusiastically than the greater. 

Henry Eichheim, the composer of the oriental numDers in 
the present Allied Arts program, has become a warm adherent 
of the cause of the ballet. “ The Fierce Rivals” is his first 
essay of the kind, and it has given him ambition for more 
of the same. He says that as soon as he can get some 
matters of pressing immediate attention disposed of he in- 
tends to go to work on a more elaborate piece of the same 
kind.

T first glance there may not seem 
to be a close connection between 
the words of a love poem and 
the paintings by a certain artist 

named H. Amiard Oberteuffer, which 
have been installed this last week in 
one of the many rooms in the Art in- 
stitute east wing gallery. Yet a subtle 
umdercurrent of understanding does 
link them. So delicate and fragile, 
sung to such a high key, are the paint- 
ings that half unconsciously their 
meaning conveys itself to you in more 
or less rhythmical sentences. 
Unfortunately the list of titles was 
not to be found in the room, but No. 
11, a picture of a young girl in white 
standing in the midst of a flock of 
white chickens, in a field of shifting 
colors from pale green to a sun warmed 
tan, is really responsible for the verses. 
She is a creature made for love, tuned 
to an immediate reciprocation of affec- 
tion. A slender, fairylike creature, the 
goose girl that married the prince or 
the milkmaid that becamie a king’s con- 
sort, these are the romantic figures she 
brings to mind. You merely wonder 
whether her prince will wait for night- 
fall and a thin moon to help him weave 


his spell of true love, or will brave the 


sun and claim his lady in its garish 
light. 

Without a doubt the most entranc- 
ingly beautiful of this group of paint- 
ings is No. 2, a still life of marvelously 
chosen and rendered objects. There is 
a jar filled with white and yellow dai- 
gies, a porcelain mandarin, a low bowl 
—0other smaller things fill in the de- 
sign—but big and little, the harmony 
between them is uninterrupted and the. 
delicacy of the coloring is beyond 
‘words. 

A pathetic little canvas is hung 
close by. It shows the preparations 
for a feast. Bunny, chief actor, lies a 
tumbled, fawn heap on the table by 
the casserole. Near him are cnions 
and red tomatoes. You sniff it at once 
—rabbit stew—-but your pity for poor 
little cottontail is not the less worked 
upon, he looks such a tiny, defenseless 
creature as he lies there, dead. 

The most successful of this artist's 
larger canvases is No. 9, a view cf har- 
bor, boats, and _ houses. The other 
landscapes are of fragile beauty, 
though perhaps not as convincing as 
the stfll lifes of fruit and leaves and 
flowera. The color throughout is 
light. "The flowers in No. 16 are vivid, 
painted In quick, mervous, exact 
strokes. You fairly smell their fra- 
grance, 

Another Oberteuffer, George, shares 
the exhibition walls with H. Amiard. 
To my mind his work is not as grace- 
ful. It is rather cold and rather cal- 
culating, and leaves one unimpressed. 
The canvases of little children are at- 
tractive. No. 32 shows two tots busy 
with paint book and brush, seated at a 
kitchen table. No. 26 is of a chubby 
infant seated in a high chair in the 
midst of numerous toys. 

One nting that is more lovely 
than the rest is No. 31, a quiet, sin- 
cere painting of a beautiful view, wa- 
ter, hills, and a tiny town. It might 
have had its origin on the shores of 2 
Swiss lake. The bright flowers in the 
garden in painting No. 24 are cheerful! 
and pretty. Besides these, one may 
get moments of pleasure from study- 
ing No, 25, No. 33—other numerals of 
significance escape me, but there is 


enough good stuff in this exhibit to 
warrant the hope that you may see it. 
> 

The paintings by Walter Ufer strike 
one anew as being immensely worth 
while. They are a great relief from 
the weight of Leon Kroll and the un- 
couthness of George Bellows. A paint- 
ing, which has been hung in this room 
since the day of the opening, is “ Man- 
uel La Jeunesse of Taos,” a character 
portrait of an aged gallant who can 
never grow old. He in the heart of 
the Indian country, Indian handi- 
crafts surround him, but his slim 
length laughs at them and poses groce- 
fully, willing to pass the leisurely 
hours sitting for this portrait, just so 
nothing more than a _ comfortable 
slouch is expected of him. 

So many are so impressed with the

. trait of a child dressed in a stiff fancy 
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The Bugene Savage exhibition of paintings at the Art imstitute is 
one of the most important one maa shows now to be found there. This 
ig a representative picture. Nearty all of Mr. Savage's paintings deal with 
Dryads and Centaurs, Pans, beasts, and clouds are 

discovered in them. Mr. Savage is one of the foremost painters of today. 
. His work is on @ large scale, but there is never a detail neglected. Each 
inch of canvas is labored over faithfully. The result speaks for itself. 
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a@ sense of duty. Bellows has won in- 
numerable prizes in the last several 
years. Examples of his work are to 
be found in a great many private and 
public collections. He is a conspicuous 
figure today among contemporary 
artists. One might almost as well de- 
clare oneself outright a back number 
as to declare one’s inabiltiy to see the 
greatness in a painting by Bellows. 

The predicament I find myself in— 
for I must declare myself a back num- 
ber, being blind to Bellows’ greatness 
—is as unfortunate as that from the 
depths of which I heard a visitor last 
Monday ask in anguished tones of Di- 
rector Harshe, anent the Leon Kroll 
exhibit: “ But why should I like him? 
Who is he? Tell me, why should I 
like him?” 

And Mr. Harshe did his best to tell 
her why. 

But I do not want any one to tell me 
why I should like George Bellows. It 
would be wasted argument on his part. 
If you care for the vulgar and the 
commonplace; if you care for the ugly 
and flamboyant and the crude; if you 
eare for the material and do not need 
the spiritual in your pictures, you will 
probably be another one of the Bellows 
throng of admirers. You may be 
thrilled by the presentation of the 
Dempsey-Firpo fight as depicted by 
Mr. Bellows. 

You may be touched by the realistic, 
Victorian portrait of his mother; you 
may find -charm in “ Emma and Her 
Children "’; you may’ feel a pull upon 
your heart strings when you look at 
the old couple sitting in aloof pose 
upon the sofa; you may be inspired by 
his crowded canvases of workmen— 
working; you may be impressed by the 
“ Crucifixion.” It is true—this last is 
impressive, impressive and exceed- 
ingly terrible.. The racked, naked fig- 
ure of Christ crucified between the two 
thieves; the thieves themselves, the 
nearer one particularly, twisted by his 
torture; his face and contorted body 
the acme of human anguish; the curi- 
ous, grieving crowd; the black sky be- 
hind—yes, it is impressive and it af- 
firms one’s suspicions that here is a 
man who can paint. But then you 
look at the other pictures, and again 
your suspicions are confirmed, only 
this time your suspicions were nega- 
tive.

There are twe inoffensive canvases 
in the group. One is called ”“ Lady 
Jean.” and is a rather cunning por- 


eostume of days gone by. The other 
is “Anne in White,” a little girl, and 
you feel you could like it, almost en- 


thuse over it, and then you see the 
arms and hands, and your emotion sub- 
sides, leaving only cold, skeptical 
thoughts as to Bellows’ ability, in your 
mind. 

Too bad! Would that we could all 
be modern or ultra-modern. Being a 
conservative pnd a back number is to 
feel mentally dowdy. But it must be 
borne. 
Visitor echoes down the gallery, “ Why | 
must I like him?. Who is he? Why'! 
must I like him?”

The Britisher stands for election, 
the American runs for it, which shows 
a difference in our national tempera- 
ment as well as use of the English 
language. Gen. Spears, in the ‘déhba- 
cle that met the Liberal party in that 
election, lost his seat in parliament, 
which left him and his wife free to re- 
eross the Atlartic and take up their 
tour of this country. 

Mrs. Spears was originally a Chica- 
goite, being the daughter of the late 
William Borden. She and her hus- 
bard are the house guests of Mrs. 
Waller Borden. Mrs. Spears’ most 
recent novel—she is a gifted writer— 
“Three Pilgrims and a Tinker,” deals 
with life in England and, in its way, 
is as clever as its predecessor, “ Jane 
—Our Stranger.” This was one of the 
most brilliant novels of its time, which 
was, if I'm not mistaken, two years 
ago. French life was its setting, with 
as much of a contrast to its successor 
as that made between the two modes 
of living in Anne Douglas Sedgwick’s 
recent work,“ The Little French Girl.” 

An interesting and distinguished for- 
eigner who has already been here and 
who is coming again is that delight- 
ful Frenchman Abbé Dimnet, who will 
arrive here about Jan. 15. He will 
give at least one lecture in Chicago. 
He has a new book just out in Lon- 
don, entitled “ From a. Paris Baicony,” 
which has had quite a success there. 
His Chicago lecture will probably be 
cn “The Art of Thinking,” a topic full 
of possibilities. Certainly it is one 
that might prove both suggestive and 
fruitful to us Americans, where the 
art of thinking seems to be almost 4 
lost art, smothered by our telephones, 
automobiles, movies, and radios.

The Rev. Norman B. Barr, who has 
devoted nearly twenty-seven years to 
the work of the Olivet Institutional 
church, which he prefers to call a 
community service center, is right on 
the verge of seeing his dream of ade- 
quate buildings fulfilled. Thus far the 
institute has been operating in two 
church and fifteen other buildings of 
various sizes and adaptability.

MacChesney, Peirce C. Ward, and 
Charles M. Thompson. The annual 
budget is $75,000, one-third of which 
is collected in the neighborhood of 
Olivet. 

The Rev. Mr. Barr is a graduate 
of the University of Nebraska and of 
McCormick Theological seminary, Chi- 
cago. He is an ex-moderator of the 
Chicago presbytery and a leader in 
the Chicago Church federation.

the community, the males, who take 
part in the work, and forage only 
for themselves, and then not sufficient- 
ly to satisfy their greed for honey. It 
nas been said that they comport them- 
selves tin the hive as did Penelope's 
suitors in the house of Ulysses: “ In- 
te and wasteful, sleek and cor- 
pulent, fully content with their idle ex- 
jstence as honorary lovers, they feast 
and carouse, throng the alleys, ob- 
the passages, and hinder the 
work.” But this is not quite accurate. 
Drones spend much}; of their time flying 
about energetically in the vicinity of 
the hive. They are on the lookout for 
an emerging queen, and they are usu- 


ally disappointed.

The Bees’ Diligence. 


The stronger workers have to pro- 
vide food for the whole colony. Their 
@igence is immense; they toil from 
morning to night with ceaseless en- 
egy, gathering in the precious store 
of honey and pollen, and it is saii that 
in summer time the average life of a 
worker bee is only about two montis. 
Their brains become hopelessly  fa- 
tigued. In a colony of 50,000 bees it 
has been estimated that there are 3¥,- 

' 0 workers, and if each makes ten 
trips a day 300,000 flowers wou!d be 
visited. About 37,000 loads of nectar 
are required for th2 production of a 
pound of honey. 

To obtain the nectar the bee pro- 
trudes its tongue into the flower tube 
and sucks up the nectar into its mbuth 
and thence into the “honey bag,” 
where it changes into honey, which ta 
deposited in storing cells for the in- 
door workers to draw on for them- 
selves, and also,.of course, for the nu- 
trition of the larve. The golden pollen 
is kneaded into a little ball and carried 
back to the hive in the “ pollen. bas- 
ket,” a little cavity in the bee’s hind 
leg.

The Nurseries. 


Within the hives the younger work: 
ers are busy looking after the nur- 
series and attending on the ‘uveen. 
The newly hatched grubs are fed on a 
kind of pap regurgitated by their 
nurses, but soon they gre ready for 4 
more. substantial diet of pollen and 
honey. Then the larvz spin cocoons 
and the workers shut the cells with lit- 
‘tle caps of porous wax, and leave their 
charges to a thirteen day pupation, 
after which yet another generation of 
worker bees bite off the roofs of their 
eradies and join in the busy life of the 
hive. In larger cells the queen de- 
posiis eggs which are not fertilized, 
and these develop into drones. Still 
later in the season royal cells are con- 
structed, in which the queen lays fer- 


tilized eggs, identical with those laid 
in the ordinary worker cells, but the ; 


grubs Which hatch out receive a spe 
clal royal jelly from the mouths of 
their attendants, instead of the usual 
fare of masticated pollen, and the effect 
of this ¢iet is to make the grubs de- 
velop into princesses instead of work- 
ers. 


It should be noted that a queen bee 
receives from a drone in the course of 
her nuptial flight a store of sperm 
cells with which she may fertilize the 
eggs she lays during the next year or 
more. It depends on the egg laying 
movements of the queen whether the 
laid egg is fertilized or not.

Scouts go out, and when they have 
found a suitable site the workers at 
once begin to fashion a new comb, in 
which the queen mys eggs, and so a 
new city springs up. The hexagonai 
cells of the comb are made of thir 
plates of pliable wax, which comes 
from little pockets on the bee's ab- 
domen. To start the secretion of the 
wax great heat is needed, so the. bees 
gather together in a great pendant 
mass till “a strange sweat, white as 
snow and airier than the down of a 
wing, is beginning to brea’: over the 
swarm.’ The worker bee removes the 


wax scales from her body with a pair | 
of pincers she has at one of her knee ' 


joints, and then chews them into a 
soft paste which can be molded into 
the delicate vabric of the cells.

While the new colony is rapidly 
growing up, life continues in the old 
hive; it is, in fact. about to renew its 
youth. One of the princesses is awak- 
ening, and the remaining work- 
ers are watching over her. She ap- 
pears from the shelter of the royal 
nursery, and the workers ‘brush 
her and clean her and caress her. 
Impelied, by -some strange instinct 
she immediately seeks the other 
cradles, tears open the cells, and re- 
lentlessly stings her sisters, her possi- 
ble rivals, to death! A few days later, 
on a bright and sunny day, she leaves 
the hive for her nuptial flight. She 
soars aloft into the blue sky followed 
by a crowd of drones from neighbor- 
ing hives, and somewhere in the soll- 
tude of the blue the strongest male 
overtakes her and meets love and death 
in the same instant; and the bride 
widow returns to the hive.

Massacre of the Males. 

For the remainder of the summeér the 
busy life of the hive goes on as before, 
the queen perpetually egg laying, the 
workers foraging and nursing, the 
drones leading a life of ease. But one 
day the decree goes forth that those 
that do not work shall not eat, indeed 
shall not live; and the massacre of the 
males begins. Vigorous!y and pitiless- 
ly the long suffering workers at last 
turn on the drones and slay them all.
